In doth instences, these sere novels thet 
the euthors were eriting os the result of « 
lot of research. Cne ees eriting edbout bis- 
tory thet happened meny years ago, the oth- 
er ebdout « femous murder trie] thet cceeurr- 
ec in « foreign country sith ehich secordim 
to ay informetion, she wes unfemilier. Both 
therefore, were excellent jobs of recrestine 
@e little world of tllusion. Sut until e sto- 
ry began to umrevel, unti) the cherectersin 
their own right begen to live and react, it 
remained in each case « stetic world. Like 
@ stege setting peopled with small figures, 
om exhibition in a store singos. 


One of these suthors has hed consicerebie 
experience as # non-fiction eriter. Her e:- 
perience is pleinly reflected in the menner 
in which she consciously steps in and gives 
the reader explenations about the historical 
meteriel. It is as if she were « lecturer— 
atending beside the screen while her movies 
ere being shown. Every so often she pointe, 
with her stick, or offers a spoken comment. 
Her pictures ere a trenscription of life in 
the world she hes visited. They ere genere) 
ena not « perticular story about some indi- 
viduel people. So, she telle the story both 
by ber side comments thrown in paerenthe tics 
ly enc dy the illustrative incidents, ehich 
she selects #ith « careful eye to the point 
she eishes to sake. in other words, she con- 
trols the people end whet happens to then at 
every single moment throughout the spool of 
film. She is the domineting force. 


The other suthor is less experienced. She 
is sterting at scretch. She hes so leree «- 
mount of technice] ebility to Bulla » sorld 
of living men end women. She commite «11 of 
the errors you expect of ean untreined writ- 
er: she hes severe] mein cherectere, shifts 
her viewpoint repeatedly, tells the story— 
rether then Crematizing it. Yet her purpose 
enc engle in telling the story is slignhtiy, 
end strengely, different from thet of the oth- 
er eriter. Her's is not the method of « di- 
Gectic person, « teecher lecturing toe grap 
of listening students. Rather, she telisher 
reecer gently: “Come with me. 1 heve things 
to show you thet #111 interest 4 entertein, 
perheps enthrell you. The very freshness of 
her enthusieesm pertielly ¢dces sueesed., But 
the cherscters still do not live.

in the finel amelysis, every poet hes got 
to act es @ committee of one, to cecide for 
himself now the scales dbelance in the matt- 
er of money and kucos or prestige.
